Vitamins Necessary 


In the Daily Diet 


By Josephine Lowman 
| If we are to remain in good health and if our body is 


to renew itself and carry on its business of nourishing and 


| repairing, we must provide it with essential materials. We 
need our quota of water and protein, carbohydrates and 


jfats, and an adequate supply 
| If you consume a well rounded 
diet with meat, milk, eggs, whole 
grains, salad greens, fresh fruits 
and vegetables, you will obtain 
enough of the important foods 
to avooid deficiency and dis- 
eases and to maintain a fairly 
good level of health. 
However, if you have your eyes 
on the very finest condition pos- 


sible you will wish to give some | 


special thought to your food in- 
take. 

We are all vitamin conscious 
because we hear so much about 
them. However, many women who 
plan the meals are somewhat hazy 


about just which foods supply 
which vitamins in important 
amounts, 


Deficiency in vitamin A_ has 
definitely been tied in with eye- 
sight trouble, with an extremely 
dry skin,- with susceptibility to 
respiratory diseases and with re- 
tarded growth in children. 

Vitamin B deficiency has been 
correlated with many diseases, 
even heart trouble, and with ner- 

| vousness, constipation, dyspepsia, 

| skin and eyes, chronic fatigue 
and poor appetite, and even with 
gray hair. This is the vitamin in 
which we are most apt to be 
deficient. 

Vitamin C deficiency may lead 
fatigue and low resistance. 

Vitamin D controls the use of 
calcium in our bodies and effects 
bones and teeth 

| These are the main vitamins al- 
though more are being discovered 

| all the time. Not long ago a vita- 

| min was found in lemons which 

| seems to have a beneficial effect 
on the blood vessels. 

When a woman is reducing her 
vitamin intake becomes especially 
important because she is more 
subject to deficiencies since her 
food intake is cut lower than us- 
ual. It is wise to take vitamin B 
and vitamin A capsules during 
this period. 

The woman who is attempting
